U.S. DRY FORCES 
ORDERED NOT TO 
RAID SPEAKEASIES 


Told to Stop Liquor at Source 
and Leave Saloons to 
State Authority. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 8. — The 
Bureau of Prohibition directed its 
agents today to specialize on 
eradicating the sources of liquor 
supply and to leave the problem of 


In making this known, the direc- 
tor of the Prohibition ‘ Bureau— 
Amos W. W. Woodcock—said it was 
made necessary by the fact that 
the appropriation bill for the next 
fiscal year provided no funds for 
the purchase of evidence against 
speakeasies. 

Restrictions on activities of pro- 
hibition agents were written into 
the supply bill for the Justice De- 
partment by Congress at the recent 
session. 

In addition, the amount for pro- 
hibition enforcement was reduced 
from $10,250,000 for the present 
fiscal year to $8,440,000 for the 12- 
month period beginning July 1. 

“The great bulk of complaints 
which reach this office and reach 
the field offices are in regard to 
speakeasies,” Woodcock said in a 
statement. 

“In the future the officials of 
this bureau must refer such com- 
plaints, in the main, to the local 
authorities. It is to make this fact 
clear that this statement is made. 

“Since the bureau will concen- 
trate its attention upon the sources 
of supply in the future, it should 
be much more effective against 
them. 

“The new plan of operation will 
also enable us to reduce the force 
after July 1 to conform to the 
smaller appropriation without so 
much loss to enforcement. 


Administrator Here Says He Will 
“Literally Obey” U. S. Order. 

Deputy Prohibition Administra- 
tor Dillon, in charge of 20 Federal 
agents with headquarters in St. 
Louis, said today he had not re- 
ceived Woodcock’s order, but that 
he would “obey it literally” when 
received. 

Dillon estimated there were 1500 
speakeasies in St. Louis—other au- 
thorities estimate a greater num- 
ber—and added that the number of 
beer flats and small-scale speak- 
easies had grown greatly since the 
depression, because of the oppor- 
tunity they offer their proprietors 
for small profits on a small invest- 
ment.

The body was taken to the Cermak 
home. 

Col. Campbell B. Hodges, senior 
aid to President Roosevelt, arrived 
here just in time to accompany the 
body. 

Drawn up in formation at the 
railroad station were 300 policemen. 
Twelve motorcycle officers accom- 
panied the cortege. 

Tomorrow the body will be 
taken to the City Hall, where:it will 
lie in state on a flag-draped dais 
in the lobby. The body will . be 
taken to the huge Chicago Stadium 
Friday for the funeral, at which 
Gov. Horner will be one of the 
speakers. Interment will be in Bo- 
hemian National Cemetery here. 

All public offices will suspend op- 
erations tomorrow and Friday in 
the Mayor’s honor. 

In all the 1500 miles the funeral 
train traversed. between Miami and 
Chicago crowds gathered at rail- 
road stations and byways to pay 
tribute to the Mayor. At some 
places crowds were permitted to 
view the body.

WASHINGTON DOES 


Issuance Rests on Method 
Through Which Addition- 
al Currency Will Be 
Made Available to Banks. 


PROPOSAL MAY 
BE ABANDONED 


Intention Was to Start Cir- 
culation Friday, With 
Each Bank Putting Out 
Own Paper. 


St. Louis bankers marked time 
today, pending developments which 
came thick and fast out of Wash- 
ington affecting the financial sit- 


uation. Plans for operating the 
banks Friday, with unrestricted 
withdrawals in scrip permitted, 
were held in abeyance. 

Just what would be the final ef- 
fect of the decision announced by 
Secretary of the Treasury Woodin 
to withdraw Federal sponsorship 
from the scrip plan and instead to 
expand the Federal currency was 
not clear. 

“How it will affect us,” said 
Richard S. Hawes, president of the 
Clearing House, “will depend en- 
tirely on the method through which 
additional currency will be made 
available to the banks.” 

Other bankers, who would not be 
quoted, thought Woodin’s pro- 
nouncement might end considera- 
tion of the scrip plan for St. Louis. 
Under ordinary circumstances, they 
pointed out, State banks could issue 
scrip without consulting the Treas- 
ury Department, but President 
Roosevelt’s assumptien of powers 
under the Enemy Trading Act, they 
thought, superseded the authority 
of the State in banking matters. 

Details of Scrip Plan. 

“Banks in St. Louis,” Hawes said, 
“will, of course, fall in with any 
plan President Roosevelt may pro- 
mulgate.” The President has made 
known his intention to issue a new 
proclamation tomorrow night, when 
the nation-wide banking holiday or- 
dered by him is to expire. 

While no formal announcement 
had been made, the latest’ scrip 
plan discussed for St. Louis was 
that each bank issue its own scrip, 
settlements to be made through the 
Clearing House. 

This supplanted the earlier sugges- 
tion that the scrip be issued by the 
Clearing House and be secured by 
collateral deposited there by the 
participating banks. The proposal 
now advanced would permit unre- 
stricted scrip issues, hence unre- 
stricted withdrawals. The scrip 
would be a general obligation of the 
bank that issued it, and none of its 
assets would be sequestered as col- 
lateral. 

Guard Against Hoarding. 

A banker who would not permit 
use of his name said such a plan 
was favored over the Clearing 
House certificate proposal because 
of the prospect that Clearing House 
certificates, secured by collateral of 
perhaps 133 per cent of the total 
certificate issue, might be hoarded 
as currency has been. 

There would be no disposition to 
hoard scrip issued by individual 
banks, he pointed out, and it would 
circulate freely. 

Several lithograph firms have 
prepared sample plates of the pro- 
posed scrip and their presses stand 
ready to turn out any amount of it 
required on short notice. It will be 
printed, if issued, in denominations 
of $5, $10 and $20, and probably $1. 
There was a possibility also that 
scrip might be printed in denomina- 
tions larger than $20. 

20 Per Cent Payroll Cash. 

The banking holiday was relaxed 
somewhat further today when the 
Clearing House announced its mem- 
bers would make available in cash 
20 per cent of the amount required 
by business customers to meet cur- 
rent pay rolls. Business firms were 
requested to pay the remaining 80 
per cent in checks, which would 
have to be held until the banks op- 
erate under the scrip plan. 

President Hawes of the Clearing 
House said banks would request 
their customers to pay the 80 per 
cent of their pay rolls in checks of 
small denominations to facilitate 
their use by employes in making 
purchases. Laclede Steel Co., he 
said, had~-used that method effec- 
tively in meeting a payroll yester- 
day. Checks were made out in de- 
nominations of $5, $10 and $20. 

Outlying banks, it was said by 
Percy "C. Jones, president of the 
Associated Bankers, would “go 
slong with the Clearing House.” 

Charles N. Gilles, president of 
St. Louis County Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, said its members individually 
would determine a course of 
action.

tual currency would be circulated 
in place of scrip or clearing house 
certificates under a plan now being 
formulated. 

He did not disclose the plan un- 
der which currency would be used, 
but made it clear that a formal 
plan for scrip or other medium of 
exchange issue’ was being aban- 
doned. 

While no national plan for the 
use of scrip is contemplated, it is 
indicated its use will not be for- 
bidden in communities and sections 


where special conditions call for it 
to be employed. Each locality using 
scrip will have to be permitted to 
do so by Secretary Woodin. 

The Secretary appeared highly 
optimistic of the outlook. ‘ 

“We can see the light here,” he 
said, with a smile on addressing 
newspaper men who surrounded 
him at his office in the Treasury. 

“This thing isn’t going to pieces.” 

“T am more than stunned with 
admiration for the co-operation of 
the American people in a crisis like 
this. Things are going very well,” 
Woodin said. “It is not due so 
much to the efficiency of this of- 
fice as it is the co-operative spirit 
of the American people.” 

It appeared that announcement 
as to what form of money was to 
be adopted and its backing must 
be made by midnight tomorrow, be- 
cause a conditional regulation is- 
sued earlier in the week by Wood- 
in permits issuanee of scrip Friday 
morning. 

The Secretary had apparently 
foreseen the possibilities of the 
present plan, for in issuing the 
clearing house certificate issuance 
permission he made it conditional 
that it might be revoked. 

Gold for Currency Trade. 

An invitation to trade “frozen” 
gold for currency, to finance essen- 
tial every-day affairs, such as the 
meeting of payrolls and food pur- 
chases, was put before the Federal 
Reserve system by Secretary Wood- 
in. 
This came in the form of new 
regulations sent to Federal Re- 
serve banks by the Secretary. In a 
word, he told Reserve banks they 
could give currency to member 
banks for “absolutely necessary” 
purposes, but in exchange for gold 
or gold currency. . 

Since President Roosevelt’s proc- 
lamation Sunday night, the gold the 
Reserve member banks held had 
ben so locked up as to be virtually 
useless for currency purposes. Un- 
der the new regulations, however, 
it may be traded to the Reserve 
banks for currency to carry out 
the limited operations already ap- 
proved by Secretary Woodin. 

There are numerous indications 
that this new exchange order is to 
be coupled with an effort to obtain 
expansion of the currency under 
the Glass-Steagall act, which be 
came law a year ago. 

Federal Reserve currency could 
be expanied $2,000,000,000, if the 
banks took full advantage of the 
Glass-Steagall law and have suffi- 
cient Government bonds*to put up 
as security above the 40 per cent 
gold requirement.

NEW YORK, March 8&8. -— The 
Federal Reserve Bank of New York 
was operating today “under the 
recent ruling of the United States 
Treasury,” and was receiving con- 
siderable gold and gold certificates 
from member banks for which cur- 
rency in all denominations was ex- 
changed. 

At the same time most of the 
important banks, following Wash- 
ington regulations, were submitting 
to the Federal Reserve Bank fig- 
ures on the amounts of gold and 
gold certificates held by them. All 
of these gold funds, it is understood, 
are to be returned to the Reserve 
Bank before any discounting trans- 
action are begun. 

Just how much gold was re- 
ceived by the Reserve Bank was 
not stated, but it was estimated at 
several millions of dollars. It was 
stated that the Reserve Bank ex- 
pected about a “normal day’s busi- 
ness.” Normally the Central Bank 
pays out about $9,000,000 in curren- 
cy daily, with an advance to $15,- 
000,000 on scheduled payroll days. 
Most of the outgoing funds return 
in the usual course of business.

Heavy “Free Gold Reserve.” 

The Federal Reserve Bank de- 
clined to state the amount of gold 
or gold certificates held by mem- 
ber institutions. It was said, how- 
ever, that the “free gold” of the 
system—or the gold in excess of 
the required reserve of 40 per cent 
of currency backing—amounted to 
several hundred millions of dol- 
lars. 

Despite its large holdings of 
United States Government securi- 
ties, however, the reserve system 
plays only a secondary role in sup- 
plying the Government with the 
necessary funds which it must 
have in conducting its regular busi- 
ness. 

Treasury offerings of bonds and 
notes are not taken up by the Fed- 
eral Reserve banks, but by mem- 
ber and non-member banks. Many 
of these securities later find their 
way to the vaults of the reserve 
system through the latter's pur- 
chases in the open market or 
through deposits by member insti- 
tutions which wish to bolster their 
reserves against borrowing from 
the central bank. 

The reserve system attempts to 
expand credit and currency at 
points where they are needed. Or- 
dinarily it does this by purchasing 
Government securitie. A few 
months ago the system’s holdings 
of Government paper totaled about 
$1,850,000,000. This amount, natur- 


ally, went principally to the various 
member banks. 


Perfects Registration 
Special to the Post-Dispatch, _ 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 8.— 
The bill for permanent registration 
of voters in Missouri cities with 
populations between 10,000 and 30,- 
000 was perfected by the House to- 
day. The measure seeks to elim- 
inate a large part of the expense 


Of periodical registrations.

Expanding the Circulation. 


Using the entire $2,400,000,000 
gold as 40 per cent security, the 
banks may, if they hold sufficient 
Government bonds to make up the 
remainder of the collateral, issue

Since the banks in the last 18 
months have been investing their 
funds chiefly in Government se- 
curities, and there are something 
like $8,000,000,000 of long term 
bonds outstanding, Treasury offi- 
cials believe they would have no 
difficulty whatever in expanding 
the circulation to the full maxi- 
mum permitted under the law. 

At the same time national banks 


about $840,000,000- under the provi- 
sions of the Borah-Glass amend- 
ment attached to the Home Loan 
Bank Law. The banks under this 
amendment are permitted to issue 
currency up to a maximum equal 
to their capital stock and back it 
with Government securities bear- 
ing not more than 3% per cent in- 
terest. Though there were $3,500,- 
000,000 such securities outstanding, 
the capital stock of the national 
banks at the time the amendment 
was adopted amounted to $1,600,- 
000,000. 
Combined Possibilities. 

The banks at that time had out- 
standing $666,000,000 of currency 
and since that time they have taken 
advantage of the amendment to the 
extent of $156,000,000. The figures 
were given in round numbers, and 
officials said that there still re 
mained an expansion of approxi- 
mately $839,000,000, of which the 
national banks could avail them- 
selves. 

Combining the possibilities of the 
two acts, Federal Reserve and na- 
tional banks of the nation coulc 
expand nearly $3,000,000,000 in cur- 
rency as rapidly as the details could 
be rushed through the Treasury. 

Use for Excess Gold. 

Until President Roosevelt de- 
clares his gold embargo, few banks 
had taken advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to use excess gold for addi- 
tional currency. Administration of- 
ficilals apparently hope that, with 
the permission to transfer free gold 
to Federal Reserve banks and get 
currency in its place, a wider utili- 
zation of this power will result,

Gold Reserve Requirements. 

The Federal Reserve Board un- 
der the Federal Reserve Act of 
1913 is authorized to suspend for 
a 30-day period and from time to 
time thereafter in periods of 15 
days or less the gold reserve re- 
quirements of 40 per cent mini- 
mum, 4 

The act provides that the Board 
shall establish a graduated tax up- 
on the amounts by which the re- 
serve is permitted to fall below the 
40 per cent level. The tax would 
make the dropping by banks be- 
low the 40 per cent level an expen- 
sive procedure and would discour- 
age such action. 

A one per cent tax per annum 
would be applied to the amount is- 
sued when the backing ges be- 
tween 32% and 40 per cent, for each 
additional drop of 2% per cent be- 
low the 32% per cent level of back- 
ing, the tax would be one and a 
half per cent per annum.

Violation of 
the present proclamation by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt which bans hoard- 
ing of gold carries maximum pen- 
alties of a $10,000 fine and six 
years’ imprisonment.

More Than $110,000,000

Stores Week Banks Closed 


Names of Persons Who Made Large With- 


drawals Recorded—Publicity Considered 
as Means of Getting Bullion Back 
Into Depositories. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 8.—Publica- 


tion of the names of the principal 
gold hoarders in the United States 


has been discussed in New York 
banking circles as one means of 
lifting the present so-called “midas 
moratorium.” 

It is known that since 1915 the 
Federal Reserve Bank here has 
been recording the names of per- 
sons who withdrew gold in any 
sizable amounts. Through the co- 
opération of the banks, the Govern- 
ment, therefore, is in possession of 
all the fact@and figures pertaining 
to the huge quantities of coin and 
metal now reposing in the vaults of 
the country. 

In some quarters it has been sug- 
gested that a progressive tax on 
sequestered gold be imposed. The 
talk in the Wall Street sector, how- 
ever, apparently favored publicity 
as the weapon which probably 
would be most effective. 

Possible Action by Congress. 

The procedure, it was thought, 
might necessitate a special resolu- 
tion by Congress authorizing the 
publication of the names of those 
who, on a certain future date, were 
known by the Federal Reserve 
system to possess gold coin or bul- 
lion exceeding, say, $15,000 or $20,- 
000. Firms using the metal for 
manufacturing, the. arts or other 
legitimate purposes would be ex- 
cluded from the exposure. By put- 
ting the publication date a few 
weeks ahead, it was theorized that 
the majority of fioarders, rather 
than have their “delinquency” pa- 
raded before the world, might re- 
turn the metal to the vaults of the 
Treasury and accept currency or 
Government bonds in payment. 

The report of the Federal Re 


serve Bank of New York, published 
last Friday, showed there had been 


gold withdrawals of some $22%,-; 


000,000 during the week. Of this 
amount, $116,000,000 was for foreign 
account while $110,000,000 went into 
domestic distribution. Just how 
much additional gold coin and bul- 
lion was paid out on Friday alone, 
the day preceding the deciaration 
of the banking holiday, the reserve 
organization has not made known. 
It is understood, however, that lit- 
erally millions more were taken 
out by persons who sought “safe- 
ty first.” 

Most of the gold withdrawn by 
American citizens, it is said, was 
placed in private vaults or in the 
large steel boxes rented from the 
safe deposit companies. Until the 
proclamation of President Roose- 
velt these withdrawals were per 
fectly legal and nothing could be 
done about it. Under the “war- 
time” orders of the new Chief Ex- 
écutive, however, no gold or gold 
certificates may now be given out 
by any banking institution in the 
United States. 

Prominent Men on List. 

Although bankers and Federal 
Reserve officials refuse to divulge 
the names of the principal holders 
of gold, it is said that among the 
men who have been quietly seques- 
tering large quantities of the pre- 
cious metal—in some instances 
amounting to several million dol- 
lars—are figures of considerable 
promirence. 

Gold withdrawals have been 
most noticeable in recent months 
following proposals from various 
sources having to do with infla- 
tion of the currency, the deprecia- 
tion of the gold content of the 
dollar and the remonetization of 
silver.

MEAT PRIGES DROP 
AFTER SUDDEN RISE 


Quotations Tending to Normal 
Following Advance During 
Bank Holiday.

After a sudden rise in retail meat 
prices during the early part of the 
week, due to light shipments of ani- 
mals to livestock markets brought 
about by the banking holiday, 
charges of butchers were tending 
today to return to the normal of 
last week. 

A spokesman for one of the large 
chain store companies said that so 
far the banking situation had made 
no appreciable effect in the general 


run of groceries, either as to prices 
or volume of purchases. 

“Light shipments of livestock, 
particularly hogs, ran up meat 
prices appreciably auring the first 
part of the week,” he said. “Pork 
prices, for instance, were up 30 to 
50 per cent, depending on the cuts. 

“Today, however, the shipments 
increased sharply, prices fell off 
and pork lost about half of its ad- 
vance over last week. Beef, veal 
and lamb, which had increased in 
a smaller percentage, virtually was 
back to the levels of last week. 

“So far we have been unable to 
find any effect of the banking holi- 
day recorded in our sales, which 
continue at normal volume. We 
have noted only a few cases of buy- 
ing of staples in large quantities. 
In virtually all of these cases our 
store managers reported the cus- 
tomers were buying canned goods 
and other staples in quantities, sim- 
ply because they had large amounts 
of cash on hand and wanted to dis- 
pose of it as advantageously as 
possible. 

“Our prices on groceries remain 
unchanged, from canned goods to 
fresh vegetables. We think we de 
tect a stronger tone in products 
which have grain as their base, par- 


ticularly wheat products, but so far; 


it has not reflected itself in prices.” 

H. A. Powell, secretary of the St. 
Louis Livestock Exchange, ex- 
plained that the heavy shipments 
of livestock to the East St. Louis 
market apparently were due to the 
desire of shippers to cash in on the 
higher prices of Monday and yes- 
terday. 

“Receipts today are almost dou- 
ble what we expected,” he said. 
“Market conditions are therefore 
abnormal. During the early part 
of the week shippers were hesitant 
to forward livestock to the market 
so that those who did make ship- 
ments cashed in on a substantial 
advance, particularly in hogs. 


Warning Not Followed. 


“Conforming to the instructions 
of Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace, we urged raisers to hold down 
shipments, but the warning was not 
followed. Consequently hogs open- 
ed 30 to 40 cents lower today and 
the advances of Monday and yes- 
terday were virtually wiped out. 

“The market on cattle and sheep 
is also bearish and indications are 
that it may go lower because of 
large shipments. The market is not 
in shape to absorb the sudden sup- 
ply thrown upon it.” 

On commission row today trading 
was said to be 25 to 50 per cent be- 
low normal with prices showing a 
slight tendency to range upward. 
In general those who could buy for 
cash struck better bargains than 
those dealing on a credit basis.

$76 000 DAMAGE 


Blaze at 4004 Duncan Ave- 
nue Seen for Miles—Hun- 
dreds of Motorists Drive 

to Scene. 


Fire in a grain elevator at Rock 
Springs wszehouse, 4004 Duncan 
avenue, burned fiercely for more 
than an hour last night as firemen, 
responding to a genera: alarm, 
fought to prevent the flames from 
spreading to the main warehouse. 

The fire was discovered at 10:43 
o'clock by employes of a nearby 
railroad roundhouse, who sent in a 
still alarm. Flames burst through 
the roof of the four-story frame 
elevator in a blaze visible for miles. 
Motorists stopped on the Grand 
boulevard and Kingshighway wia- 
ducts to view the display. Hundreds 
of others hurried to the scene in 
the wake of fire trucks. 

There are no paved streets in the 
immediate vicinity of the ware- 
house, and the rain-soaked ground 
gave drivers of fire apparatus con- 
siderable difficulty in getting their 
trucks close to the building. Sev- 
eral pieces of apparatus were driv- 
en along the Wabash tracks, on the 
south side of the warehouse, to 
points of vantage. The scarcity of 
fire plugs hampered the fire fight- 
ers. Sixteen engine companies and 
six hook and ladder companies re- 
sponded to the general alarm. 

As the fire swept through the 
upper part of the elevator large 
sections of blazing timbers crashed 
to the ground, endangering fire- 
men. The elevator contained 30,000 
bushels of wheat, corn and oats, 
which was damaged by water with 
loss of $18,000. Damage to the 
elevator was estimated at $8000 by 
Fire Chief DeVoto. Fire walls aid- 
e¢ in keeping the flames from the 
main warehouse, where additiona] 
grain was stored. 

The warehouse was originally the 
Rock Springs Distillery. Owned 
by the Wabash Railroad, it has 
been occupied for more than 20 
years by the Arnold A. Thurnau 
Grain and Feed Co. The capacity 
of the elevator is 50,000 bushels. 

Firemen returned to the scene at 
4 o'clock this morning, when debris 
continued to smolder.

Hoover conferences developed after 
a short while into the handing out 
of formal, mimeographed state- 
ments, with only an occasional 
“background” outgiving by the 
President, and in the last few 
months of his administration the 
meetings were virtually abandoned. 

Mr. Roosevelt began by shaking 
hands with each of the reporters 
as they filed by his chair. A 
lighted cigarette in a holder, laid 
aside as he swung about in his 
chair to greet the visitors, burned 
itself out. When the crowd had 
formed in front of his desk, al 
most filling the circular room, he 
smiled cordially and said he hoped 
his conferences here would be like 
the “family parties” that he held 
at Albany. He did not know 
whether the plan would work, but 
he intended to try it. There would 
be no more written questions. 

While he was explaining the new 
and liberalized rules, Mrs. Rooseveit 
came up and spoke to him. They 
chatted a moment and he turned 
again to the reporters. Questions 
began to pop. He met the fusillade 
without flinching. Before answer- 
ing a question, he told whether he 
was talking for “background” or 
“off the record.” Having occasion 
to refer to one of his secretaries, 
Stephen Early, he called him 
“Steve.”

Marino told police the man she at- 
tempted to frighten, a Negro ice- 
man, -had been scuffling with her 
father and that she had mistaken 
him for a robber. 

She was in a back room, she said, 
when she heard her father say, 
“Get away from that icebox!” then 
repeat the command. As scuffling 
began, she told police, she went for- 
ward with a rewolver. She said she 
ordered the Negro out of the store 
and followed him to his wagon out- 
side. She told police she thought 
she was shooting into the air when 
she fired once. 

The bullet went through the 
glass oi a front window at the Ne- 
gro woman’s home and hit her in 
the back of the neck. 

Minucciane told police he and the 
iceman had gotten into an argu- 
ment when he said he needed no 
ice. The iceman, he said, went to 
the icebox to see if there was any 
ice in it and was ordered away. 
They scuffied, he said, when the 
Negro persisted in looking into the 
icebox. 

Minucciane is 63 years old and 
his daughter 25. They reside in the 
back part of the confectionery. 
Both were held for the Coroner.

SCRIP IN NEW YORK STATE 


Prompt Payment of All Death 
Claims and Annuities Is 
Ordered.

NEW YORK, March 8.—George 


S. Van Schaick, State Superintend- 
ent of Insurance, said yesterday 
that insurance companies under the 
jurisdiction of his offiee would ac- 
cept in payment of premiums or 
other obligations scrip issued un- 
der State or national authority and 
would meet claims promptly. 

Van Schaick said he had been 
given full authority to meet the 
present emergency so far as it con- 
cerns insurance. 

“It may be stated unqualifiedly,” 
he declared, “that there is no in- 
tention on the part of the State De- 

ent of Insurance or any com- 
pany under its jurisdiction to sus 
pend or delay the payment of death 
claims. ; 

“The primary purpose of a life 
insurance company is the payment 
of death claims and annuities. Life 
insurance companies will continue 
to carry out these primary func- 
tions.” 
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HOME BUILDING CONFERENCE 
IS MOVED TO NEW YORK 


Unofficial Body Hoover Set Up, 
Not Now Drawing Federal 
Funds, Quits Washington. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 8 —The 
first of many commissions housed 
in the. Department of Commerce 
Building was removed from its 
Federal quarters today. The Con- 
ference on Home Building and 
Home Ownership, set up by former 
President Hoover as an unofficial 
organization, not now supported by 
Federal funds, moved out, its head- 
quarters being transferred to New 
York. 

There were indications that with- 
in a fortnight there would be big 
curtailment in the Commerce De- 
partment itself, which now employs 
17,000 persons in Washington and 
out. 

Abolition of the Home Loan Bank 
Board also is looked for and many 
commissions today were described 
to be standing on “shaky founda- 
tions,” among them the Inter- 
American High Commission, the 
International Boundary Commis- 
sion, the American Marine Stand- 
ard Committee, the United States 
Georgraphic Board, the Wood Utili- 
zation Committee and others. 


Gov. Pinchot Signs Bank Bill.

HARRISBURG, Pa., March 8.— 
Gov. Pinchot today signed a Dill 
permitting banks, with the approval 
of the Secretary of Banking, to 
limft withdrawals. The bill permits 
the limitation of withdrawals for 
six months, but the Governor by 
proclamation may extend the term 
for a period not exceeding two 
years.

Mrs. G. W. Rodway In Maine 
tenance Suit, Tells of 
Husband’s Offers. 


Mrs. Pearl Rodway testified to- 
day in her maintenance suit against 
George W. Rodway, officer of a 
firm of accountants, that he and 
his attorneys had offered her $8000 
in securities and $100 a month for 
five years, on one occasion, and 
$15,000 in life insurance and $100 a 
month, at another time, if she 
would get a divorce. 

She said she refused both offers. 
“I don’t want a divorce and I'm not 
going to have a divorce,” she toid 
Circuit Judge Taylor. 

When the securities were offered, 
she said, she obtained a list of them 
and went to a downtown bank to 
see what they were worth.

“Why did you try to find out 
what they were worth if you 
wouldnt’ get a divorce, anyway?”

“I thought if my husband had to 
have a divo-ce and would give me 
enough to live on, I would consent,” 
she replied. She said she and her 
lawyers had agreed a lump sum of 
$35,000 would be the least she could 
accept. 

In the maintenance suit, she is 
asking for only a “reasonable” 
amount, Rodway has been giving

wages if prices go up as a result of 
the present banking situation, 


business and professional] interests 
of the nation to assume that labor 
will continue to exercise disciplin- 
ary control and self-restraint if they 
are forced to suffer indescribable 
impoverishment and unspeakable 
distress indefinitely.” 
“Courage and Loyalty.” 

“For more than three years,” he 
said, “they (labor) have exhibited a 
courage and loyalty which has 
challenged national and community 
admiration. 

“At the present moment they are 
impatient. They are the real vic- 
tims of unemployment and eco- 
nomic distress. They are firmly 
convinced that industrial manage- 
ment and those who actually con- 
trol the financial and industrial af- 
fairs of the nation have refused to 
accept the remedies which labor 
proposed and have failed to deal 
with a great emergency it a con- 
structive and practical way.” 

Green expressed the opinion that 
“the behavior of much of indus- 
trial management and of the rep- 
resentatives of many financial in- 
stitutions” during: the last three 
years “has been most unwise and 
injurious.” 

“While those in control of indus- 
try may contend,” he said, “that 
lowered wages reduce costs of pro- 
duction, they fail to consider that 
any alleged benefit resulting from 
such lowered cost is offset by the 
further limitations placed upon the 
consuming market and the further 
reduction imposed upon the pur- 
chasing power of the people. ... 

“A Costly Lesson.” 

“It has been a very costly les- 
son. Many industrial managers are 
publicly admitting the mistake 
made, stating that industry -has 
gone too far in its market-destroy- 
ing policies.” 

Declaring that the nation’s con- 
suming market in 1932 was $25,- 
020,000,000 less than it was in 1929, 
Green added: 

“These figures represent facts 
which cannot be controverted. They 
show that, if the nation is com- 
pelled to buy less of manufactured 
goods, there must be a proportional 
decline in the sale of manufactured 
products. 

“Here is the answer to why mar 
kets were destroyed, why there is 
a contraction of the nation’s con- 
suming power, and why there are 
silent mills, factories, and work- 
shops throughout the land. ... 

“ ..«. the present situation calls 
for direct, immediate action. The 
clear call of the moment is to in- 
dugtrial management to make such 
adjustments and to initiate such 
policies as may be necessary to 
provide employment for idle people 
and to return them to the wage- 
earning class where they may exer- 
eise their maximum buying power 
and thus create a demand for mar- 
ketable goods. 

‘What Is to Be Done? 

“The question is, will industrial 
management face these facts and 
is it resourceful and courageous 
enough to work out a plan and 
apply the methods necessary to 
achieve results? Have we in the 
United States owners of industry 
who will boldly chart a course 
which industrial management may 
be required to follow in order to 
overcome unemployment?” 

Commenting on the loans by the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion to the railroads, Green said: 

“There are many people who be- 
lieve these loans will never be re- 
paid and that ultimately the rail- 
roads of the country will be Gov- 
ernment-owned and Government- 
operated. They regard these loans 
as the initial step in Government 
ownership of railroads.”

As the result of a feeling among 
leading members of the Bar Asso- 
ciation that the legal profession as 
a whole had been brought under a 
cloud by disreputable practices of 
a few lawyers, particularly in St.

Brown arrived here late 
last night from the national cap- 
ital. 

The former President set out 
somewhat later this morning for 
his constitutional than he did yes- 
terday. Instead of walking uptown, 
as he did then, he turned south 
and strolled down Park avenue, 
stopping whenever something of 
interest caught his eye. He walked 
as far south as Thirty-sixth street, 
inspecting en route the Grand Cen- 
tral Station, which he has seen 
only against the background of 
huge crowds since he entered the 
presidency four years ago.

Producers Threaten to Close 
Up Unless 25 to 50 Pct. 
Reductions Are Taken.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., March 8— 
All indications today were that the 
10,000 employes of the Hollywood 
movie studios will accept pay cuts 
of 25 and 50 per cent for’ eight 
weeks and that the studios will 
continue operations. 

Acceptance of the cuts was rec- 


ommended early today by the 
Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences as a means of tiding 
the studios over the banking situa- 
tion. 

At least two large studios planned 
meetings of employes and attaches 
for late today to act on the recom- 
mendation., 

Under the pay cut plan the stu- 
dios would save approximately $5,- 
200,000 from the normal payroll dis- 
bursements for the eight weeks pe- 
riod. 

The proposal would call for a 50 
per cent reduction in salaries of 
$50 weekly or more, with a min- 
imum of $3750 established. For 
those earning less than $50 weekly, 
the reduction would be 25 per cent 
with a minimum of $15 weekly. The 
reductions would extend only over 
the eight-week period and would be 
effective as of March 6. 

The 1900 employes of the Fox 
Studio last night, through Winfield 
Sheehan, executive vice-president, 
announced they had volunteered to 
help the studio past the banking 
emergency by going on a salary 
holiday for a four-week period, be- 
ginning Monday. 

All employes, contract actors as 
well as others, are affected by the 
ultimatum of the producers. 

At the present time the payroll 
of the studios is about $1,500,000 
weekly and the average number of 
persons employed during the past 
few months has been about 10,000.

is rebuilding her gold 
stocks, and today has a greater re- 
serve than at any time since she 
was forced off gold. Since last 
Thursday the Bank of England has 
bought gold at the rate of 2,000,000 
pounds a day. Yesterday’s pur- 
chases amounted to 3,282,639 
pounds, and purchases over the 
past four days totaled 9,683,782 
pounds. Total reserves of bullion 
and coin are now 160,650,518 
pounds. 

According to the British view, the 
whole trend of events in the United 
States and elsewhere has justified 
Great Britain’s monetary policy. 


Canadian Dollar Swings Upward 
Sharply on European Exchange.

MONTREAL, March 8 —The 
Canadian dollar gained new pres- 
tige in world markets today. A 
sharp upward swing on European 
exchanges was coupled with report- 
ed demand for Canadian dollar 
credits to pay for Canadian goods.

THIRD STREET WIDENING BILL 
TO BE HELD IN COMMITTEE 


Action Delayed Pending Outcome 
of April 4 Election on Charter 
Amendments. 

The Aldermanic Streets Commit- 
tee decided today to hold in com- 
mittee the Third street widening 
bill pending the outcome of the 
vote at the April 4 election on 
charter amendments revising the 
assessment plan for street improve- 
ments. It is proposed to widen 
Third street from 30 to 100 feet 
between Washington avenue and 

Walnut street. 

Under the charter an assessment 
district, including adjoining streets, 
would be established for the pur 
pose of allotting the cost of the 
improvement. The amendments 
would abolish the present plan and 
would set up one under which 15 
per cent or less of the cost would 
be assessed against abutting prop- 
erty only, 50 per cent would be paid 
from gasoline tax, and the remain- 
der taken from general revenue or 
bond issue funds. 

A bill providing for the  con- 
demnation of the park roadway or 
the east.side of Forest Park, be- 
tween Lindell boulevard and Oak- 
land avenue, and its opening to 
general traffic received the recom- 
mendation of the Streets Commit- 
tee, which reported the measure to 
the board for cction. 

It has been suggested that the 
roadway be given a hard surface 
at a cost of $90,000, from bond is- 
sue funds, and be designated for 
southbound traffic, with Kings- 
highway to be used for northbound 
vehicles. Commercial vehicles are 


barred at present from the road- 
way.

Their. opinion is based on the 
fact that there has been no at- 
tempt to keep the campaign pledge 
of tax relief, that no serious ef- 
fort has been made to provide new 
sources of revenue to bolster the 
State treasury, suffering from 
constantly decreasing receipts, and 
that new and now unforeseen emer- 
géencies may grow out of the gen- 
eral economic situation and re- 
quire legislation. 

“No Relief to Taxpayer. 

Gov. Park: came into office early 
in January without a thought-out 
program. He accepted as adminis- 
tration measures some 50 bills pre- 
pared by the voluntary legislative 
committee on taxation and govern- 
mental reform and made them the 
administration program.

mot be reduced because such a 


very small part of the State’s ac- 
tivities were paid for from direct | 
taxes. 

Party Leaders Plainly Worricd. 

Party leaders are plainly worried 
by the situation. They promised 
that taxes would be lowered, and 
they will not be lowered. The party 
faces another campaign next year 
and will go into it with the one 
outstanding pledge unfulfilled. 
While they cannot see a way to 
reduce State taxes—and, in fact, 
there is no way—they feel that if a 
special session were called there : 
would be time for a carefully con- 
sidered plan for reduction in local, 
county and municipal taxes. 

They are worried, too, about the 
State’s financial condition. Today 
there was only $139,109.61 in the 
State treasury, which could be 
used to meet the State’s monthly 
payroll of about $275,000, and for 
the other expenses of the general 
operation of the State government. 

Few, if any, accounts owing by 
the State, except salaries, have 
been paid since long before Jan. 
1, and there have accumulated in 
the State Auditor’s office past due 
accounts aggregating considerably 
more than $1,000,000. 

Decreasing Revenues. 

While there will be gradual re- 
ceipts into the treasury from prop- 
erty taxes, from the State tax on life 
insurance premiums, in May from 


sources, it is realized that there 
will be a marked decrease in all.

Some Emergency May Arise. 

There is a feeling among legisla- 
tors that conditions may arise to 
call for additional legislation, and 
that it may be of such an emer- 
gency character as to demand ac- 
tion more quickly than could~ be 
had if the call for the special ses- 
sion were not issued until the par- 
ticular condition arose. 

After next Tuesday the salary of 
members of the Legislature will 
drop from $5 a day to $1 a day.- 
The work which it will be neces- 
sary to do cannot possibly be com- 
pleted within that time, but a gen- 
eral exodus of members may be ex- 
pected very soon after that daté. 
The appropriation bills must be 
passed before adjournment and 
their introduction was begun only 
yesterday. Chairman McCawley of 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee said“all would be in by tomor- 
row. These bills must be debated 
and passed in the House and then 
debated and passed in the Sen- 
ate. 

Adjournment probably will be 
March 25, but it is likely the House 
will be operating illegally with less 
than a quorum for a week before 
that date. 

If a special session is called, the 
Legislature can legally consider 
only such matters as are men- 
tioned in the Governor’s calls or 
are submitted to it by him in spe- 
cial messages. Members will be 
paid $5 a day for the full period 
of a special session. 


Missouri Governor Issues Proclama- 
tion Supporting Roosevelt.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 8. — 
Gov. Park issued the following 
proclamation at his press confer- 
ence this morning: 

“Our President, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, having assumed respon- 
sibilities as grave as have ever 
faced a great leader in our history; 
and with rare courage has under- 
taken the task of re-establishing 
our national faith, restoring confi- 
dence in business and bringing or- 
der out of chaos; 

“Now, therefore, I, Guy B. Park, 
Governor of the State of Missouri, 
on behalf of all of the people of this 
commonwealth, regardless of party 
ties, express confidence and hope 
in our chosen leader and pledge to 
him willing and leyal co-operation 
and support in such action as he 
may choose to take to guarantee 
economic stability and relieve un- 
employment, thereby restoring con- 
fidence and prosperity.”

RELATES CLAN 
THOMASSON REALT 


37 Sue to Set Aside Marriages 
and Have Selves Declared 
Sole Heirs. 


A group of 37 relatives of Hugh 
W. Thomasson, headed by Miss El- 
mira Townsend and Mrs. Ella F. 
Bolles, filed suit in Circuit Court 
yesterday fo have themselves de- 
clared sole heirs to his real es- 
tate properties, valued in the pe- 
titions at more than $460,000. 

The suits, which are identical 
except as affecting different par- 


cels of property, are directed 
against Thomasson’s young widow, 
Mrs. Grace Carolyn Thomasson, 
two other possible heirs, lawyers, 
trustees and creditors who have 
figured in the maze of litigation 
over Thomasson’s affairs in the 
past three years. 

Plaintiffs ask the Court to set 
aside Thomasson’s three marri- 
ages, to cancel Mrs. Thomasson’s 
claims to the estate, to set aside 
all deeds and conveyances on the 
property in the last three years 
and to void various obligations, in- 
cluding $425,000 in notes. 

A comprehensive history of 
Thomasson’s life, from the time of 
his first marriage in July, 1930, un- 
til his death at Little Rock, Ark., 
Jan. 28, is given in each petition. 
The relatives allege that he was 
insane at the time he was marricd 
and remained insane during the 
rest of his life. 

Mrs. Thomasson, who is_ de- 
scribed under 22 aliases, is charged 
in the petition with devising a 
“scheme and artifice to defraud 
Thomasson an dto deprive him of 
his property and obtain his prop- 
erty for her own use and benefit.” 
Gifts of a $10,000 check, a $6000 au- 
tomobile and an expensive home she 
obtained soon after the first mar- 
riage are listed. A list of $73,635 
worth of jewelry she attempted to 
purchase was filed as an exhibit 
with the petitions. 

In respect to the two other pos- 
sible heirs, E. M. Thomasson, Den- 
ver, Colo., and Tower A. Thomas- 
son, Mounds, IIl., the petition says 
they are “not related to Hugh W. 
Thomasson as next of kin or other- 
wise” and “never knew or heard of 
him” until a meeting arranged last 
summer when a hearing affecting 
Thomasson’'s sanity was being held 
in St. Louis. The two were de- 
scribed as cousins of Thomasson 
at that time. 

Miss Townsend and Mrs. Bolles 
are administrators of the estate at 
present, under an order of Pro- 
bate Judge Holtcamp. The most 
valuable piece of Thomasson’'s 
property is on the southwest cor- 
ner of Broadway and Washington 
avenue. Another parcel is at the 
northwest corner of Euclid and Mc- 
Pherson avenues.

COMMITTEE APPROVES 
STATE PAY CUT BIL 


No Amendments Added but 
Many Will Be Offered from 
Senate Floor.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 8.— 
Senate bill 17, fixing a new and 
lower salary schedule for employes ; 
of 43 State departments, bureaus 
and institutions, was voted on favor- 
ably by the Senate Committee on 
Retrenchment and Reform last 
night. Approved at the same time 
were a measure for State use of 
prison-made products and one abol- 
ishing the Missouri Board of Agri- 
culture.

No amendments were added to the 
bill in committee. Most of the pro- 
posed amendments were so drawn 
that the employeg in the depart- 
ment offering the amendment 
would suffer virtually no pay cuts. 
If all had been accepted there 
would have been virtually no sav- 
ing on thé payroll. 

Some amendments to the bill will 
be offered from the floor by Don- 
nelly when the bill is called up for 
perfection within the next few 
days, and numerous amendments, 
no doubt, will be offered by other 
members. Many of these-— latter, 
however, will probably be killed, 
since the Governor has stated his 
position and the Senate leaders 
have concurred.

What “War-Time Power” Means. 


Representative Hatton Sumners 
of Texas, chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee and one of 
the outstinding lawyers of Con- 
gress, said that he knew of no leg- 
islative or judicial precedent under 
which Corgress could declare the 
existence of a situation tantamount 
to war ard thus enable the use of 
war-time powers by the President 
or Congress. 

“The word ‘war,’” he said, “has 
a definite meaning—the taking up 
of arms against rebellion or a for- 
eign enemy. Such a condition does 
not exist today. Of course, if the 
courts have decided that an eco- 
nomic emergency is equivalent to 
‘war,’ my position is weakened but 
to the best of my knowledge the 
United States Supreme Court has 
never set such a precedent.” 


What Censtitution Says. 

The specified powers of the 
President are found in Sections 2 
and 3 of Article 2 of the Constitu- 
tion. These sections are very brief. 

Section 2 makes the President 


the Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army and Navy, and of the militia 
of the several states when called 
into the actual service of the 
United States. Under the same 
section he has the power to grant 
pardons for offenses against the 
United States, except in cases of 
impeachment; the power to make 
treaties, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate; the 
power to appoint Ambassadors and 
other officials, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, 
though Congress may vest the ap- 
pointment of inferior officers in 
the President alone; the power to 
fill vacancies when the Senate is 
in recess. 

Miscellaneous powers and duties 
of the President are set out in 
section 3. He shall from time to 


time give Congress information on 


the state of the Union and rec- 
ommend measures for its consid- 
eration; he may call Congress, or 
either branch of it, into extfaor- 
dinary session, and in case of dis- 
agreement between the branches 
as to the time of adjournment, he 
may adjourn Congress; he “shall 
take care that the laws be faith- 
fully executed, and shall commis- 
sion all the officers of the United 
States.” 


Supreme Court Interpretations. 

The powers of the President 
have been the subject of interpre- 
tation by the Supreme Court in 
numerous cases. Here are some 
of the leading opinions of the 
court, as summarized in the an- 
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“Dictatorship” - 


SENATOR WILLIAM E. BORAH. 


notated edition of the Constitution 
published with the authority of the 
Sixty-eighth Congress. 

“The enforcement of the consti- 
tutional guaranty of a republican 
form of government belongs to the 
political department. The obliga- 
tion conferred upon the President 
to see the laws faithfully executed 
does not confer any power to for- 
bid their execution.” 

“While Congress can not dele- 
gate to the President power to 
make a law, with discretion as to 
what it shall be, yet it may confer 
upon him authority -or discretion 
as to its execution, to be exercised 
in pursuance of its provisions.” 

“The heads of departments are 
his authorized assistants in the 
performance of his executive du- 
ties, and their official acts, pro- 
mulgated in the regular course of 
business, are presumptively his 
acts.” 

“The power of the President as 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army 
and Navy must be exercised in ac- 
cordance with the laws and usages 
of nations, and in the manner pre- 
scribed by Congress.” 

“The President is Commander- 
in-Chief of the militia only when 
it is called into the actual service 
of the United States.” 

“Akin to his power to reprieve 
and pardon, the President can also 
issue proclamations of amnesty, 
although that term does not ap- 
pear in the Constitution.” 

“The duty of the President is 
not limited to the enforcement of 
the acts of Congress or of statutes 
of the United: States according to 
their express terms, but includes 
the rights, duties and obligations 
growing out of the Constitution 
itself, our international relations, 
and aH the protection implied by 
the nature of the Government un- 
der the Constitution.” 

Lincoln’s Action Cited. 

‘The privilege of the writ of 
habeas corpus, one of the greatest 
of civil rights, is dealt with in the 
article on the powers of Congress. 
Authority to suspend the privilege 
is specifically denied to Congress 
“unless when in cases of rebellion 
or invasion the public safety may 
require it.” 

During the Civil War, Congress 
delegated to the President the au- 
thority to suspend the privilege 
“whenever in his judgment the 
public safety might require it,” 
thus impliedly asserting that the 
power so to authorize rested in it- 
self alone. Lincoln suspended the 
privilege by proclamation on Sept. 
15, 1863, citing the permissive stat- 
ute of Congress, among other 
things, as his authority.

HITLER TAKES 
CHARGE OF PRUSSIA 
AS STATE PREMIER 


His Selection by Cabinet 
Gives Him Greater Pow- 
er Than Any Other Chan- 


cellor Since Bismarck.

BERLIN, March 8.—Greater pow- 
ers than were possessed by any 
other German statesman _ since 
Bismarck were vested in Chan- 
cellor Adolf Hitler today when the 
Cabinet named him Premier of 
Prussia, the largest state in the 
Reich. 

The Cabinet’s decision that the 
Hitler Chancellorship could auto- 
matically include the Prussian 
Premiership came as a surprise. 
Vice-Chancellor Franz von Papen 
and Capt. Herkmann Wilhelm 
Goering, Minister without portfo- 
lio, had been prominently men- 
tioned for the post. The Cabinet, 
however, voted to increase Hitler’s 
dictatorial powers and thereby 
send Germany further along the 
road toward becoming a 100 per 
cent National Socialist (Fascist) 
state. 

Five persons were killed and 
several injured today in political 
disturbances in four German cities. 

In Breslau one Nazi was killed 
and five wounded when shots 
were fired from Trade Union head- 
quarters upon a group of 250 
brown-shirted marchers. 

Two Nazis were killed and six 
injured when a funeral procession 
in Duesseldorf was fired upon. 

In Wuppertal a  Reichsbanner 
man was killed by unidentified as- 
sailants. 

4 Communist leader was found 
shot to death on a street in Duis- 
burg, and a worker was seriously 
injured in his home by an uniden- 
tified person. 

Foreign correspondents in Ger- 
many are warned that expulsion 
measures are being prepared to ap- 
ply to those who have “persistently 
misrepresented the internal sit- 
uation.” 

The statement, distributed by 
German agencies, said some corre- 
spondents had fled to escape police 
measures. A check failed to dis- 
close any general exodus, how- 
ever. 

Correspondents remaining will be 
placed on probation after a first 
offense in showing “ill will” to- 
ward the Hitler Government, the 
warning said. Visas will be revoked 
after a second offense. 

The Republican flag of Germany 
was taboo throughout the Reich 
today, with the old imperial flag 
and National Socialist swastika 
hoisted over public buildings. The 
imperial -flag appeared over the 
Berlin City Hall for the first time 
since 1918.

Decree Puts Press Under Rigid Censorship 
and Announces That Parliament “Is 
Paralyzed, Unable to Function.”

VIENNA, March 8&—Chancellor 
Engelbert: Dollfuss assumed the 
powers of dictator on the invita- 
tions of President Wilhelm Miklas, 


last night. The President refused 
to accept the resignation of the 
Cabinet. 

A rigid censorship of the press 
was ordered and political demon- 
strations of all kinds were for- 
bidden. 

Dollfuss issued an appeal to the 
people in which he promised to 
maintain ruthlessly the public peace 
and order. 

The dictatorship, which was one 
result of wholesale resignations of 
parliamentary officers because of a 
disagreement concerning treatment 
of striking railway men, is thought 
to be aimed at an _ increasingly 
strong wave of pro-Hitler sentiment 
which culminated Monday night in 
an enthusiastic demonstration 
against the Austrian Chancellor and 
for “our Chancellor, Adolf Hitler.” 

More than 20,000 Austrian Nation- 
al Socialists attended the meeting 
during which their leader, Alfred 
Frauenfeld, declared that “Austria, 
too, must and will become National 
Socialist,” and that the German 
Fascist movement had entered a 
new phase in Austria. 

The slogan, “One folk, one Reich,” 
here and at similar meetings

In his manifesto, Dollfuss main- 
tained that Parliament “is para- 
lyzed and unable to function,” but 
that “the legal government named 
by the Federal President is in office

Press Taken by Surprise. 

The dictatorship generally was 
accepted quietly, although the Na- 
tional Socialist official organ, 
Deutsch-Oesterreichische Tageszei- 
tung, described the move as “a cold 
putsch of the Dollfuss Govern- 
ment.” The Socialist Arbeiter 
Zeitung referred to it as an “as- 
sault on freedom.” 

The proclamation caught the Vi- 
enna press unaware, being issued 
about the time most of the papers 
had gone to press. 

The Socialist noon paper, Mittags- 
zeitung, mildly commented.

The defense, in the disbarment 
proceeding of the St. Louis and Mis- 
souri Bar Associations against Paul 
Richards, attorney, will be present- 
ed at an adjourned session of the 
hearing, to begin Thursday, March 
23, at 10 a. m., in room 517 Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust Building. The 
complainants’ case was completed 
yesterday afternoon after a two- 
day hearing, and Richards, acting 
as his own attorney, with Don Pur- 
teet of Jefferson City as co-coun- 
sel, asked further time to prepare 
his case. 

Richards is charged with unpro- 
fessional conduct in acting as go- 
between for the kidnapers of Alex- 
ander Berg, who held the wealthy 
fur dealer for five days in Novem- 
ber, 1931. Berg has since died. The 
Supreme Court will later pass on 
the evidence, which is being heard 
by Scott R. Timmons of Carrollton, 
Mo., appointed commissioner for 
the court. 

At the adjournment yesterday, 
Glendy B. Arnold, representing the 
Grievance Committees of the bar 
organizations, stated his view and 
that of his associate, J. Wesley Mc- 
Afee, as to the issue which will be 
presented to the Supreme Court. 
He referred to the fact that Rich- 
ards was twice tried, and acquitted 
in the second trial last May, on the 
charge of kidnaping for ransom, 
for which crime, in the Berg case, 
four men were sent to the peniten- 
tiary and a fifth paroled. 

The Question Involved. 

“The question involved in this 
hearing,” Arnold said, “is ~whether 
Mr. Richards was acting in his pro- 
fessional capacity.

In 
Missouri, almost 1,000,000 voted for the 
adoption of the old age amendment. Are 
the representatives of the people going 
to disregard this mandate of the voters?

THE JAPANESE ADVENTURE. 

A privileged person in Tokio, as he is everywhere 
else, George Bernard Shaw warns the Japanese that 
their adventure upon the Asiatic mainland will prob- 
ably result in a Nipponese republic. 

If not, it most certainly will result in a profound 
alteration of political balances in the East. Lloyd 
George thinks the League of Nations has proved itself 
impotent in the matter of Japan, but the League must 
be given credit for having brought the issue to world 
attention in the Lytton report. . All nations under- 
stand what the jssue is. All nations understand the 
risks assumed by Japan in going her own way. 

There is an impressive belief in the world that what 


is happening will bring the United States and Russia 


together as the chief defenders of China's territorial 
integrity. The United States has a traditional] Chi- 
nese policy. It has been a powerful factor in all our 
Bastern relations for half a century. John Hay called 
it the “open-door” policy. Not even the disadvantage 
at which the United States found herself as a non- 
member of the League could prevent Mr. Stimson 
from reasserting the traditional American policy, and 
| so giving our own country actual precedence over the 
| League im the most vital issue that has arisen in the 
history of the Genera tribunal. 
| Japan wants more than the raw materials of Man- 
churia. She also wants the Chinese market, the only 
great open market remaining in the world today for 
foreign products. The United States wants to trade in 
China, to keep China open for our cotton and other 
exports. The United States is willing to deal ex- 
tensively in the products of China to maintain trade 
between the two great nations. Russia does not want 
Japan on the Asiatic mainland.. Her opposition to a 
strong Japanese foothold upon the Asiatic mainland 
was what caused the Russo-Japanese War. Whether 
Czarist or Communist, the attitude of Russia toward 
Japan is the same. It was the policy of the old St. 
Petersburg to protect Siberia; it is the policy of Mos- 
cow to protect Siberia. 
While it is true that this political triangle contains 
the germs of war, it is not widely felt that war im- 
| pends. Japan does not want war. Her strategy is to 


gain her objective at a time when neither the United 
States nor Russia is disposed to restrain her. Both 


‘these great nations suffer impediments to an out- 


right anti-Japanese policy. The United States has 
more than half a billion dollars invested in Japanese 
industry. Japan is one of our best markets. She 
takes one-fourth of all our export cotton. She is a 
modern nation, with modern tastes and desires. The 
trade relations between the United States and Japan 
are based upon a mutuality of interest. Japan is 
similarly interested over in Manchuria. She has three- 
quarters of a billion dollars invested over there. Her 
insistence upon exercising political control over Man- 
churia has exactly the motive behind our indisposi- 
tion to make anything more than intellectual points 
against what Japan is doing. 

The Russians do not want war with Japan. The 
split between Stalin and Trotzky resulted from dis- 
pute over Russia’s international relations. Trotzky 
thought Russia should propagandize the earth. Stalin 
thought not. Stalin thought Russia big enough to con- 
fine her political faith to her own great area. The pol- 
icy of Stalin affects Russia’s attitude toward the Jap 
anese adventure. Louis Fischer, who has been in 
Moscow 10 years for the Nation, thinks the United 
States will recognize Russia less for trade than for 
political reasons. That is, he thinks the United 
States will waive her objection to Communism for 
the sake of cementing politically our own and Rus- 
sia’s objection to the Japanese invasion of China. 

Nobody seems to think that anything worse will be 
done to Japan, either in or outside the League, than 
to protest her acts. Since this has been done with 
emphasis in Mr. Stimson’s notes, in the Lytton re- 
port, and in the action of the Committee of Nineteen, 
there remains only the force of worid opinion. Its im- 
petus, for the reasons stated, is greatest at Washing- 
ton and Moscow. There is no widespread belief that 
an embargo upon arms can be effective or that an 
economic boycott will be attempted. The Japanese are 
not insensible to the growing political pressure from 
Washington and Moscow. Political realists that they 
are, they attach more importance to it than they do 
to the moral indignation of a protesting world. The 
rulers of Japan have an intellectual battle at home. 
They must convince their people that they are not 
getting Japan between the jaws of an international 
nutcracker with the great Republic on the one han- 
dle and on the other the Bear that Walks Like a 
Man. 

World politics are the sport of time. In Japan’s 
movement against China, with its repercussions at 
Washington, Moscow, London and Geneva, we see 
the beginnings of a contest to be played -by giants. 
We can no more foresee what its outcome will be’ 
than we can foresee our own relation to it. As 
Shakespeare said: “There’s a divinity that shapes 
our ends.” 
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DEPARTURE OF A FAMOUS PAIR. 

Over the futile opposition of 12 members, who still 
feel called upon to vote dry, the Senate perfected 
the bill for repeal of the McCawley State bone dry 
law, making it ready for final passage. Senator 
Brogan, its author, called attention to similar-acttion 
in other states. Fifteen have already disposed of 
State dry codes and 20 others are doing so. 

The Brogan bill is one of three major pieces of 
pending liquor legislation and must go through if 
the other two are to become effective. The Weeks 
bill, setting up a State convention to ratify the 
twenty-first amendment has passed the House and is 
ready for action by the Senate. The beer bill has 
passed both houses and is ready for the Governor’s 
signature.

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A TRUST BUSTER. 

Thomas Watt Gregory, second of the three Attor- 
ney-Generals in the Wilson administrations, who has 
just died, was one of the first trust busters. A South- 
erner by birth and education, he hung out his shin- 
gle in Texas when the oil companies were attempt- 
ing to make game of the Lone Star State in violation 
of the anti-trust laws. When he finished his prosecu- 
tion in behalf of the people of Texas, the United 
States Supreme Court had upheld decrees barring two 
of the leading companies from operating in Texas 
and assessing fines totaling some $2,000,000. Greg- 
ory’s skill.as an investigator, coupled with his con- 
ception of the corporation's place in society, fitted 
him for a place in the Wilsonian quest for “the new 
freedom,” and such a place was found for him. From 
the post of special prosecutor in the suit against the 
N. Y¥., N. H. & H. R. R., for breaking the anti-trust 
laws in its acquisition of competing roads, he went

into the Cabinet as head of the Department of Jus 
tice. Unfortunately, the war came on to make his 
chief concern draft evaders, spies and profiteers. 
One highly interesting “if” which Philip Guedalla 
might concern himself with, were he a historian of 
American business, would be, “If Thomas W. Greg- 
ory had been left free to continue his trust busting.” 
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SWEDEN'S PLAN. 

When Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale and Prof. John 
R. Commons of Wisconsin. telegraphed President 
Roosevelt Monday advising a program of stabiliza- 
tion, they urged following the procedure of Sweden. 
The Swedish program resembles in many ‘respects 
plans widely urged for this country. The Scandina- 
vian countries, neutrals in the war, did not begin 
feeling the depression severely until recent months. 
Trade now has fallen off, with the Ottawa agreement 
closing the profitable British market, and the Kreu- 
ger collapse was a severe blow to Sweden. Unem- 
ployment and all the other adverse symptoms now 
have shown themselves there. 

The Swedish plan, which does not become fully ef- 

fective until July, is based on greatly increased gov- 
ernmental expenditures for public works, with the 
purpose of alleviating unemployment and infusing 
fresh purchasing power into the economic system to 
break the vicious circle of depression. To accom- 
plish this, the budget will be the largest since the 
war, over a billion kronen (about $182,950,000), sup- 
plemented by a short-term bond issue of 240,000,000 
kronen and a loan of 160,000,000 kronen. By strin- 
gent economies and new taxes, the Government hopes 
to make available as much money as possible for 
building of schools, hospitals and roads and for 
drainage projects. 
The revenue program includes an increase of 20 
per cent in the income tax rate, a drastic increase in 
the estate tax and higher taxes on malt, spirits and 
tobacco. Among the savings will be a considerable re- 
duction in expenditures for national defense. All 
these economies and new revenues are to be devoted 
to the purpose of public works and unemployment 
relief. The Swedish plan is worthy of serious consid- 
eration by our new administration. In a time when 
emphatic action is necessary, public works have the 
indorsement of many economists and public men,

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SHORTER HOURS CREATE JOBS. 
Information gathered by the International Labor 
Office, as reported in a dispatch by Albin E. John- 
son, is both discouraging and encouraging. It is 
discouraging to note, throughout the world, the in- 
creasing number of unemployed and the enlarged 
governmental expenditures required for their relief. 
But it is most encouraging to find how conditions 
have improved where shorter working hours obtain. 
Every fact compiled by the office adds to the 
weight of evidence for shorter working hours as a 
relief measure. Though the workers concerned are 
only a small percentage of the vast army of unem- 
ployed, yet the very fact that they can be kept at 
work or reemployed argues emphatically for wider 
application of the plan. The British tinplate indus- 
try, by applying the 40-hour week, will virtually wipe 
out its unemployment. German brewers found places 
for 8000 former workers by reducing hours from 48 
to 40. The Bata shoe works in Czecho-Slovakia cut 
five hours from its weekly schedule and provided 
7000 new jobs. These steps, and many others, have 
been taken without lowering standards of living: in 
some instances, wages have been increased. All these 
examples have, pertinent bearing on the situation. 
Employers have objected to making the shorter work 
week mandatory through treaties and legislation, Mr. 
Johnson reports. However, they, too, will share in 
the benefits of the movement, in resumption of busi- 
ness from this stimulus to mass buying power. The 
employers can easily avert legislative action by vol- 
untary introduction of shorter hours. 
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NO PRAYERS FOR UTAH. 

Displaying a mental balance remarkable in these 
times, the Utah House of Representatives removed 
from a relief bill a prayer calling upon the Almighty 
for help in solving the depression. Sugar beets are 
still growing in Utah’s fields, wheat is popping out of 
Kansas plains, no moratoria have been declared on 
Alabama cotton or Illinois corn. In short, the divine 
Department of Agriculture has been working over- 
time to save man from hunger. Our troubles, heavy 
and manifold, are of our own making and, as the 
Utah legislators recognized, it would come with poor 
grace for us to ask the Almighty to do any more for 
us than He is already doing. 
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A SIX-DEPRESSION VETERAN. 

That was an interesting interview with Dr. Marie 
Charlotte de Goliere Davenport, who, at the age of 
108, is slim and spry as a girl, can perform on the 
piano, do calisthenics, jump rope, play ping pong, 
toss off a highball, and so on; What we want her 
to confide, however, in addition to her secrets of 
long life, is a few words, preferably kind, about 
panics. . 

Dr. Davenport has lived through six of them. How 
was it back there in 1837? She then, of course, was a 
mére child of 12, but did they cut down on jam for 
her bread, and were her dolls hocked at the pawn- 
shop? Surely, Dr. Davenport remembers distinctly 
the crisis of 1873, when she was a lass of 48. And 
the bread lines of 1893, when, as Dr. Davenport goes, 
she was still only a girl of 68, must be deeply en- 
graved on her memory.

The Control of Inflation 


HAT it will be necessary for the Presi- 
T dent to obtain the extraordinary powers 

he referred to in his inaugural address 
Can scarcely be questioned any longer. It is, 
of course, of no great importance whether he 
obtains these powers by formal act of Con- 
gress or informally through such discipline 
of the caucus as the Democratic majority in 
the Senate has now instituted. The impor- 
tant thing is that for the duration of the 
emergency there should be no doubt what- 
ever about the President’s power to deter- 
mine banking and financial policy, and above 
all no doubt about his power to control Gov- 
ernment expenditures. 3 

To put the situation quite bluntly, it is the 
power of the President to control expendi- 
tures that will almost certainly make the 
difference between a moderate inflation, 
which is now necessary and desirable, and 
an immediate and uncontrolled inflation, 
which would be disastrous. 

This is the fundamental issue just ahead 
of us. Measures will no doubt be devised 
promptly and successfully to provide the 
people with a circulating medium with 
which to meet their ordinary immediate 
needs. The present inconveniences can be 
dealt with as they have been several times 
in the past, and in the meantime the peo- 
ple will be cheerful enough about them. But 
beyond temporary embarrassment, there lies 
the much more serious problem presented 
by. the Government's deficit. 

Next week, the Government must refi- 
nance a debt of about $700,000,000 which 
comes due. Just before the banks closed 
down, the Government had to pay over 4 
per cent for money for which, until recently, 
it had been paying less than 1 per cent. 
March 15, income taxes fall due, and while 
the taxpayers will. offer checks, it is not 
likely that the Government will be able to 
cash these checks immediately to the full 
amount it had been counting on. 

The banking moratorium of the past few 
weeks must certainly have had the effect of 
diminishing the revenues from the excise 
taxes, such as gasoline and tobacco. More- 
over, when the situation, which is now 
masked by the banking holiday, is un- 
masked, it is almost certain that unemploy-

inflation is destroyed, and vested interests 
are created which resist the effort to con- 
trol it. Therefore, I say that this is the 
moment, now, when the inflationary process 
is about to begin, for the American people 
to make up their minds that the executive 
must be given unhesitatingly support in the 
measures he will have to take to keep the 
process of inflation under control and to 
stop it at the right time. 

A monetary inflation brought on because 
the Government’s deficit is not covered by 
revenues or normal borrowing is in essence 
@ tax on money. When those who have 
money are unwilling to lend it to the Gov- 
ernment or are unwilling to spend it so that 
taxes accrue or when the Government is too 
weak politically to reduce its expenditures 
or to raise ordinary taxes, it resorts to a 
form of hidden taxation by increasing the 
currency. What it is doing, then, is to di- 
lute the money which people hold. 

The amount which the money depreciates 


is the amount of the hidden tax. As a re- 


sult, it becomes increasingly expensive to 
hold money, to hoard it or to let it lie un- 


Therefore, people begin to see that they 
can best preserve their wealth by convert- 
ing it from money into property. This is the 
exact reverse of the process which has been 
going on for three years, when most people 
have been trying to convert property into 
money. As people begin to convert money 
into property, they begin to bid for property 
and prices rise. As prices rise, since people 
do not wish to hold the profits in money, 
they reinvest in property. Thus the infla- 
tionary spiral is set in motion, 


Now it is plain that, having gone down to 
the bottom through the deflationary spiral 
when nearly everybody was trying to con- 
vert goods into money, it will be desirable 
and a great relief if we can come back some 
part of the way. But the way up is just 
as dangérous as the way down, unless we 
make up our minds to arrest the inflation- 
ary process before it gets out of hand. The 
fundamental error of our policy during the 
depression so far has been the failure to

jdea that he was employed as at- 
ey for the Berg family, to se 
e the kidnaped man’s release. 

@ has tried to show that the $10, 
000 which he expected to receive 
was for legal services, while Morris 
Levinson, attorney for the Berg 
family, has referred to it as part 
of the $50,000 ransom demanded, 
but not paid. 

Attorney Levinson was the chief 
witness yesterday, and Richards 
questioned him more than two 
hours, growing vehement in his 
questions at times. Richards was 
most intense in seeking to show 
that Levinson had not acted in 
“good faith” with him, because 
Levinson had reported his pro- 
posals to Chief of Police Gerk. 

“Did I ever fail to co-operate 
with you?” Richards demanded of 
the elderly lawyer. “Didn’t I get 
Mr. Berg back for you?” 

“For a consideration, yes,” Lev- 
inson agreed. 

“Did you pay the consideration?” 
Richards retorted. 

“Not the $11,000 that you were 
to get out of the ransom, as you 
told me,” Levinson said. 

Why Richards Wasn't Tralled. 

Richards reviewed the testimony 
of Levinson that Levinson asked 
him, in a telephone conversation, 
to see that Berg was well cared 
for, and that Richards agreed to 
“go right out” and see to the mat- 
ter. 

“You thought I was going to the 
place where Berg was held?” Rich- 
ards asked. Levinson said he did. 

“Then why did you not have me 
trailed, and get your man back 
without having to pay?” 

“It did not occur to me to trail 
you,” Levinson said. 

“But you said you had practiced 
law 40 years,” said Richards. 

“I've never been in the kidnaping 
business,” Levinson said. 

“Neither have I,” said Richards 
angrily. “You didn’t tell the police 
I was going out there.” 

Levinson said he would not have 
considered any plan which might 
involve the danger of shooting, be- 
cause of the danger to Berg. 

“You didn’t deal with me in good 
faith,” Richards said. 

“If I had had to pay you the 
$50,000," Levinson replied, “I was 
ready to do it.” 

“Ready to Pay.” 

“Do you think it was dealing 
with me in good faith?” Richards 
insisted, “when you went right to 
Chief of Police Gerk? Or didn’t 
you feel obligated to show good 
faith with me as a lawyer?” 

“I told you,” said Levinson, “that 


_Iowas ready to pay, and I was 


ready.” The reason payment of the 
$50,000 could not be made at the 
agreed time, noon of the day after 
Berg's release, was that Richards 
was then in the city jail, hence 
there was no one to pay. 

Richards asked Levinson how he 
regarded the $1000 which Levinson, 
as directed in the note from Berg, 
paid to Richards. 

“To me,” said Leyinson, “it was 
part payment of the ransom.” He 
said, however, that he understood 
the ransom requirement to be an 
additional $50,000, hence that the 
$1000 might be considered “a sep- 
arate item.” 

He Discredits Phone Call. 

Richards questioned Levinson 
about a telephone message, re 
ceived at Levinson'’s home by a 
house man, and warning Levinson 
not to deal with the police further 
“if you wish to see Berg again.” 

“T do not believe,” Levinson de 
clared, “that that telephone mes- 
sage came from the kidnapers, or 
that they had anything to do with 
sending it. 

“At one point in the investiga- 
tion,” Levinson continued, “I was 
asked by Mr. Berg's son-in-law, Mr. 
Baron, to take Mr. Harry T. Brun- 
didge of the St. Louls Star into my 
confidence, I did not take to this 
idea, but mentioned it to Mrs. Berg, 
who told her son-in-law not to in- 
terfere, and to leave me free to 
handle the case as I saw best. 

“I have learned since that Mr. 
Rogers (John T,. Rogers of the 
Post-Dispatch staff) was followed 
from my office to the Post-Dis- 
patch, by a Star reporter, and that 
this Star reporter also saw Chief 
Gerk go into the Post-Dispatch of- 
fice; whether he saw me enter 
there, I do not know. I got the 
information as to Mr. Rogers being 
trailed from Rogers himself, who 
— me his information was posi- 

ve. 

Call Not From 
“The house man who took the 


* Message said the speaker was loud- 


voiced and quick-spoken, not at all 
the same as the kidnapers’ repre- 
sentative to whom I talked twice by 
telephone—he was slow and low- 
voiced.

Richards. Levinson then told of 
his first talk with Richards, by 
telephone, and of two later tele- 
phone interviews and three person- 
al interviews, the latter being in 
Levinson’s office in the Missisaipp! 
Valley Trust building. Beginning 
with the first telephone conversa- 
tion, Levinson said: 

“T said the arrangements (made 
by Rogers) were all right, and that 
we would meet in my office Tues- 
day at 10 a.m. I asked him to see 
to it that Mr. Berg was well tak- 
en care of, and he said, ‘I'll go right 
out and attend to the*.’ ‘ 

Rogers Not There. 

“He (Richards) came to my of- 
fice before 10 a. m. Tuesday. I 
previously phoned him, telling him 
that Mr. Rogers couldn't keep the 
appointment, as he had gone to 
Chicago.” 

(Note: Rogers, as shown by the 
later testimony, had not left the 
city, but had been directed by the 
Post-Dispatch to take no further 
part in the Berg negotiations, inas- 
much as the newspaper had given 
all its information to Chief of Po- 
lice Gerk. This reference to Rog- 
ers, and others which Levinson 
made later, were without authority 
of Rogers or the Post-Dispatch, and 
were made to serve Levinson’s pur- 
pose in dealing with Richards.) 

“When Richards came to my of- 
fice Tuesday morning,” Levinson 
continued, “there was no one else 
present, except that a stenogra- 
pher in the outer office showed him 
in. He said, ‘Is this Mr. Levin- 
son? I’m Paul Richards—do you 
want to talk to me?’ I said yes, 
and showed him into the private 
office. 

“[ told him I had $1000 which 
Mr. Berg requested me to give him, 
that I had it in the desk drawer. 
I took out $1000 in $10 and $20 
bills and handed it to him. I asked 


him to count it, and he said that! rT 


was not necessary, but I said, ‘I 
prefer that you count it, and see 
that it is not marked money. I'm 
not trying to trap you.’ 

“If Police Question Me.” 

“He said, ‘It would do no good 
to try to trap me. If the police 
question me, I’m going to tell them 
I represent the Berg family.” 

“IT said I would like to ask about 
one thing; that Mr. Rogers told 
me that the man who pointed out 
Berg to the kidnapers was a man 
in the fur business. ‘Was he a 
Jewish man?’ I asked, Richards 
said no. 

“Then I said, ‘Mr. Rogers tells 
me you are going to get $11,000 of 
the $50,000 ransom money.’ 

“*Yes,’ Richards said, ‘I wanted 
more, but finally agreed on §11,- 
000, so that’s what I’m going to 
get, and I can use it, too. I’ve had 
trouble with my knee, it cost me 
about $6000.’ 

“T think,” Levinson said, “that 
it was at that time that something 
was said about the time when Mr. 
Berg could be released. He could 
give me no definite answer then, 
but said he would get in communi- 
cation with the parties and let me 
know later.” 

About $50,000 Payment. 

Asked if anything more was said 
about payment of the $50,000 ran- 
som, Levinson said: 

“I gave him to understand that 
I would get the $50,000, and would 
have Johp Rogers pay it to him.” 
(Note: This promise by Levinson 
was made without authorization of 
Rogers or the Post-Dispatch. Rog- 
ers having withdrawn from active 
participation in the case). 

“Nothing was said at the first 
conference about the time for deliv- 
ery of the money,” Levinson said in 
answer to a question. “At another 
conference, between 4 and 4:30 that 
afternoon, Richards wanted to 
know when the ransom would be 


‘| paid, and I said the money would 


be paid Wednesday to Rogers; that 
I trusted Rogers and so did he. 

“Richards asked me if I had the 
money, and I said certainly not, 
that I didn’t carry $50,000 around 
with me. ‘I’m glad you haven't got 
* don’t want to carry 
it around, either.’ 

“Then Richards said, ‘You under- 
stand, if I don’t get that money, 
you'll be killed.’ I said, ‘I won't be 
killed; you'll get the money.’ 

“We talked about places for re- 
leasing Mr. Berg, and I suggested 
the Art Gallery in Forest Park, and 
asked them to have a cushion, so 
that Mr. Berg could sit down on the 
steps in the time he might have to 
wait there for me to drive along and 
pick him up. Richards was not 
certain it could be done that way, 
and said he would let me know the 
details later. 

“I had another conversation with 
Richards after 5 p, m. in my office. 
He told me then that Mr. Berg 
would be released at 11:45 p. m. at 
Hamilton avenue and Roosevelt 
place. I didn’t know where Roose- 
velt was, and we looked it up in a 
city directory, and Richards made 
a notation on a piece of paper, 
showing that Roosevelt was 
north. I asked which corner it 
would be, and he said he didn’t 
know, but that I would, find him all 
right.

Psychic. 

If the bidding went—one no 
trump, three hearts, three no 
trumps—what should I do next? An 
ace against us will not matter if it 
-is in diamonds. I cannot bid four 
spades; partner is almost sure to 
prefer spades to hearts and pass. I 
have no right to bid five hearts, 
having only one ace. I must make 
a bid which he is forbidden to pass, 
and which may help the play if we 
get the slam. I would bid four 
clubs. Whatever his next bid, I 
would bid six hearts. The gamble is 
snot remote by any means. I have 
“undoubtedly headed off a club lead, 
and can start to get discards of 
some clubs on spades and dia- 
-monds, My partner's three primary 
‘tricks must give me two discards 
anyway — and iI still have the 
Squeeze to work with. I will expect 
to lose a trump trick only if my 
partner lacks the ace. Having only 
Q x x in hearts, he can hardly have 
had a no trump opening bid with- 
out the two minor suit aces and 
king-queen of spades. This would 
give me all the club discards I need. 
Give him the least helpful opening 
hand: 


Sp. K Qx Di. AQxX 
Hts.Q 10 x Cl KQxx 


and I should be down one, though 
I could still make it six if the op- 
ponent with the ace of clubs did 
not also hold the ace of hearts, and 
allowed me to sneak a club trick 
early in the play. If dummy put

I would need to get the ace of dia- 
monds on my right in order to 
make my slam. If, as is most likely, 
my partner did have the ace of 
hearts, my chances must be dis- 
tinctly better than even to escape 
with only one club loser, especially 
if my bid of that suit stops the 
enemy from leading it. 

How a Grand Slam Might Be 

Reached. 

Should my partner bid four no 
trumps over my three hearts, 
showing three aces, I would bid six 
diamonds. Having that ace, he 
would know this to be a void. He 
also knows I hold the ace of spades, 
having the other three himself. 
With only three aces and a king, 
he should sign off at six hearts. 
But with four primary tricks in the 
“hand he could and should bid six 
no trumps—a stronger bid in this 
Situation than six hearts. In that 
event I would bid seven hearts; 
_presumably only a first round ruff 
of clubs, or Q 10 x of hearts on my 
left, would defeat the grand slam. 
Even if after all we only had 12 
top tricks, I would expect the 
squeeze to produce the thirteenth 
trick for us, if an opening diamond 
Tead had not already done so,

through. There must be certain 
goals which we strive to reach 
through our relief administrations 
which will lay foundations for the 
future. 

First and foremost, it seems to 
me that we must see that no chil- 
dren actually suffer from lack of 
food or shelter or clothes or of 
education because their parents are 
temporarily incapable of caring for 
them adequately. Perhaps we 
should also realize that this is a 
great opportunity to make an ac- 
tual survey of our nation, We dis- 
covered in the World War that a 
great many of our men had physi- 
cal defects and many more were 
lacking in education. We are now 
in a position to watch with care 
the rising generation, to teach 
mothers and fathers who would 
never have come in contact with 
community agencies, many things 
which we have wanted them to 
know, but have never before been 
in a position to teach them. 

In many places the question will 
arise as to whether it is better to 
provide made work for individuals 
and pay them in cash and let them 
use the cash to look after their 
families as best they can. To con- 
trol the way the money is_ spent 
even though they may be provided 
with work, payments will be made 
in kind and they will be given food 
which will adequately nourish their 
families. They will be shown why 
certain foods are necessary, and in 
some places it will be made ‘fos- 
sible for women to learn how to 


cook these foods in an appetizing 
manner. 


THE FUTURE HEALTH. 


NSTEAD of an extraordinarily 
wasteful nation we may find 
that our women have learned to 
be better managers and better 
cooks. We may learn as a nation to 
eat certain things which we have 
considered unpalatable in the past, 
but which are healthy foods, and 
this in itself may be a great aid for 
the future health of our nation. It 
may be better to let people as a rule 
spend their own money in their own 
way, but if there is only a small 
amount of money available it is un- 
wise for the future health of the 


family in the present emergency not 
to see that the money is well spent 
and perhaps we are justified in cur- 
tailing individualism and thinking 
of the future generation first. When 
we return to our individualistic sys- 
tem we may find that we have 
gained some really helpful knowl- 
edge by this temporary relinquish- 
ment of our rights. 

The next thing we must strive for 
is to keep the youth of our nation 
from feeling utter discouragement. 
The best way to do this, if there is 


no work which they can find for 
themselves, is to see to it that some 
kind of work with educational value 
is provided for them so that they 
will not only feel that they are 
earning their own way, but also 
that they are increasing their po- 
tential value for the future. 

We must strive to have education 
go On for both young and old 
throughout the present period. For 
the young so that they will not be 
handicapped in the future by hav- 
ing less education than their elders 


when they will find themselves in 
need of even more, and for the old- 
er members of every community 
along lines which will prepare them 
for the leisure time which is com- 
ing to them in the future. 

The technocrats, I understand, 
say that we have been working all 
our lives in order to provide our- 
selves with leisure! Now it looks as 
though more leisure was to be ours 
in the future, and it will be a ques- 
tion largely of whether it is spent 
in idleness or whether we will have

outside of our business occupation. 


CHANCE TO LEARN 


N one state that I know of this 

has been foreseen and a start 

is being made toward this prep- 
aration. Certain centers are to be 
established in various parts of the 
state where the unemployed will 
be given an opportunity to learn 
some of the handicrafts of the past, 
such as wrought iron work, furnt- 
ture , textiles, etc. This 
teaching may make it possible for 
certain people to make money 
along the new lines but the real ob- 
jective is to give people an avoca- 
tion as well as an occupation. We 
have to accept the fact that dur- 
ing a period such as we are going 
through, thousands of people are 
going to be forced to start life 
anew. Some of them will have pro- 
fessions or former occupations 
which they can still continue using 
as a means of livelihood. Others 
may never have had to work before 
and therefore they will have no 
occupation by which they can ac- 
tually earn'a living and for these 
people it will be particularly hard 
to adjust themselves to new condi¢ 
tions. One of our chief aims should 
be to provide, if possible, the type 
of work or the type of adult edu- 
cation which will give people of 
this kind some means of earning a 
living. This is perhaps one of the 
most difficult things that those in 
charge of relief will have to at- 
tempt to do and yet if we are suc- 
cessfully to face the next few years 
this is one of the things which 
must be done. Perhaps a great 
many of us throughout the world 
have been too ready to accept a 
certain ease of living and enjoy its 
benefits without in any way paying 
for it, and this perhaps may be 
given to us in order that we may 
learn that everything in the world 
has to be paid for in one way or 
another. 

I think the most important thing 
to remember in all of our relief 
work is that the children are of 
primary importance and that every 
individual ‘must have food and 
shelter and occupation. If this oc- 
cupation can mean a new channel 
for self-expression or a new meth- 
od of earning a livelihood, that will 
be a stride forward for the future. 

The administration of relief 
through the length and breadth of 
the land should not only have the 
objective of the moment before it, 
but the possibilities of the future 

. constantly in view. 

The task is a heavy one but per- 
haps a more interesting one than 
any group of people have ever un- 
dertaken before in this modern 
world of ours.

Luncheon Menu With Sweetbreads 


By MRS. GLADYS T. LANG 
(Well-Known St. Louis Hostess) 


OR today I have outlined a 
F luncheon menu which-as a va- 
‘lation starts. with a soup, 
cream of salmon, while the main 
course will consist of baked sweet- 
breads, squash “Chateau Lorian,” 
and curled celery salad. The hot 
bread will be the ever popular pop- 
overs. For a light dessert and 
easily prepared, mint cream, with 
which a spice cake is delicious. 


Cream of Salmon Soup. 


Cook one quart of milk with one 
sliced onion, one stalk of celery, 
three carrots and one bay leaf un- 
til the vegetables are tender. Rub 
through a sieve. Take one can of 
red salmon, juice and all, and af- 
ter removing the soft bones put 
through the meat chopper. Make 
a thin cream sauce using two ta- 
biespoons of butter and one of 
flour and two cups of milk. Add 
this sauce to the strained milk and 
vegetable mixturé, then the ground 
salmon. Heat thoroughly but do 
not allow it to boil. Whip one cup 
of cream. Just before serving 
season with salt and pepper and 
pour hot soup over whipped cream 
beating all the while. Sprinkle 
paprika over soup and serve in 
cream soups. 

Baked Sweetbreads. 

Scald four pairs of sweetbreads 
for five minutes. Remove all 
membranes. Place in an iron skil- 
let or pan. Chop fine two small 
onions. and cook, until yellow, in 
two tablespoons of butter. Add 
two tablespoons of flour and let 
dissolve, then add two cups of 
stock, two cups of water, one can 
of tomato pulp and one-half pound 
of peeled and sliced mushrooms. 
Mix well and let come to a boil. 
Salt and pepper to taste. Pour 
over sweetbreads and bake from 
one hour to an hour and a quar- 
ter. 

Squash “Chateau Lorian.” 

Thinly peel and remove seeds 


summer squash (each squash will 
serve one person). Cook in boiling 
salted water for from 20 to 30 min- 
utes or until tender. Drain and 
place on a flat dish. Place a lump 
of butter in center of each and 
sprinkle with salt and white 
pepper. Make @ cream sauce of 
one and a half cups of milk, one 
large tablespoon of butter and one 
scant tablespoon of flour with sea- 
soning to taste. To this add one- 
half cup of mild grated cheese and 
one-half coup of finely chopped 
blanched almonds. Beat the whites 


of two eggs stiff and then fold 


from the center of eight small’ 


into the cream sauce. Pile gener- 
ously on each squash and place in 
oven to brown. Unpeeled Italian 
Succinni may be prepared in the 
same way. 


Popovers. 

Sift one cup of flour with a little 
salt. Gradually pour into the flour 
one cup of milk and work to a 
smooth paste. Beat two whole eggs 
until very light. Pour flour and 
milk batter into the beaten eggs 
and beat for at least two minutes 
or until full of bubbles, then add 
one tablespoon of melted butter 
and beat until butter is well mixed. 
Heat iron muffin pans, then butter 
well. Return pans to the oven to 
heat until piping hot. The hot 
pans are the secret of successful 
popovers. Pour batter, filling pans 
three-fourths full and bake from 30 
to 40 minutes. The oven-should be 
hot for the first 10 minutes, after 
that the heat should be reduced. 


Curled Celery Salad. 

Clean and prepare the celery the 
day before it is to be used. Cut 
each: stalk into pieces one and a 
half inches in length. With a sharp 
knife make four or five cuts into 
one end of the piece reaching not 
quite to the other end. Put all 
pieces in a bowl with a piece of ice, 
one teaspoon of salt and the juite 
of one-half of a lemon. Cover and 
set in the ice chest. By the next 
day every piece of celery will be 
curled up at the ends and be very 
crisp. Drain and dry, place _on 
leaves of watercress and sp le 
with chopped black walnuts and 
orange rind cut very fine and a lit- 
tle chopped parsley. Toss in a-bowi 
with a good French dressing until 
well blended. Serve from the bowl.

AVE you a _iittle isolation 
chamber in your home? That’s 
what experts in child raising 
are asking now. 
Not spanking, but prompt isola- 
tion is the best general rule for 
handling a tantrum, according to 
Dr. Leslie B. Hohman, associate 
in psychiatry, Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity. 

“I should urge against spank- 
ing,” he recently said, “because it 
is apt to stir up more rage in the 
child and suggest anger on the 
part of the discipliner.” 


Almost invariably a child uses 
tantrums to get his way when his 
parents try to thwart him. If he is 
isolated at once and allowed to 
howl and kick unobserved or 
spoken to by any member of the 
family, he will shortly give up his 
little act. Even a baby soon learns 
that an act without an audience 
isn’t worth the trouble.

Carbohydrates and Health 
ARBOHYDRATES are an es 
C sential element in the human 
diet. Present in virtually all 

the foods we eat, they represent an 
important source of energy. 

However, there is mounting evi- 
dence that carbohydrates and su- 
gars figure excessively jn our diets 
and because of that are responsible 
for a certain amount of poor health 
and lowered resistance. 

Sugar differs from other foods ix 
that it is a pure chemical sub- 
stance which has been subjected to 
a series of chemical processes and 
found totally devoid of vitamins and 
mineral salts. 
The objection is not that it is in 
itself bad, as that, when consumed 
immoderately, it tends to displace 
other and more important foods, 
particularly: in the diets of chil 
dren. 
Physiologists have shown experi- 
mentally that the consumption of 
excessive amounts of sugar raises 
the water content of the body, 
Pathologists and clinicians have 
suggested that catarrial conditions 
in certain children may be due to 
the fact that the body tissues are 
water-logged because of the exces- 
sive sugar consumption. 
Thus, Dr. Orr of the Rowett Re- 
search Institute of Aberdeen ob- 
served that the death rate from 
bronchitis and pneumonia in «4 
cereal-eating East African tribe was 
10 times as high as in a similar 
meat-eating tribe. 
In a girls’ school it was observed 
by Dr. J. H. P. Paton of the James 
Mackenzie Institute of Clinica] Re- 
search that catarrhal diseases were 
lowest among those groups which 
consumed the least amounts of car- 
bohydrates.

Instinctive Tendencies 
Mere of the behavior difficulties 


of children arise out of emo- 

tional conflicts which may be 
diminished either by giving the 
child insight into the real reasons 
for his behavior or by changing the 
influences under which he lives. 

But there are other behavior dif- 
ficulties which are not the result of 
emotional conflicts but of simple 
instinctive tendencies which have 
not yet been trained in a socially 
acceptable way. 

An instance of this is the 2-year- 
old’s delight in smearing himself 
with sand, water or mud, and mak- 
ing himself dirty. The average 
mother is so annoyed by such be- 
havior that she thinks only of pro- 
hibition and punishment. 

This does not help the child to 
discipline his instinctive desire but 
it does frequently make him 
naughty, contrary and bad tem- 
pered. 

Wise is the mother who allows 
rer child in this phase to play with 
wet sand, to work with clay and 
splash about with water. 

Another instinctive tendency in 
young children is that of destruc- 
tiveness. 

Such a destructive child should 
be given blocks with + ich to build 
a tower and crash it down. He 
needs a hammer with which to 
pound the gravel of t'e walk, an 
old box, or if he is old enough 
broad-headed nails. He should have 
scissors with which he may cut up 
old paper magazines. 

Helping the child to express his 
primitive desires, step by step on a 
higher level, and in a socially ac- 


ceptable way, is the shortest and
